Largest Number on Call In Recollection 
for the March Term 

Seventy cases appear on the trial cull 
for the March term of tho circuit court 
which opens at tho County seat March 
3. Attorneys declare that not In their 
recollection has there been a time when 
so many cases have appeared on the 
trial call. Evidently this is in line with 
a recent statement of Judge Whitney 
that he intends to clear up the docket 
as fast as possible. 

Ordinarily the trial call contoins not 
more than thirty casesi While there 
are many cases on the call this time, 
the number Is by no means the major- 
iiy of cases on the docket as this shows 
a total of 42^1 cases, 212 common law 
and 210 chancery. There are many 
cases that have been started this year 
that do not appear on the trial call as 
the attorneys are given more time to 
plead.

Caught between an elevator car end 
girders supporting the main floor of the 
Blatchford Calf Meal factory, John 
Baker of North Chicago was crushed to 
death at 8 o'clock Saturday morning. 

When Baker pulled the rope that 
operates the elevator he turned to 
salute a fellow countryman who was 
working in the basement Before he 
had time to turn again the elevator 
reached the main floor, and his right 
shoulder was pinned between the car 
and the girtlera that support the floor. 

"Help" was the only call uttered by 
the injured man. Looking down the 
elevator shaft'from the third floot Al 
Johnson another employe of the com 
pany, saw Baker lying apparentlj^rtrrfe- 
less on the^or^f the car;, Jl^ulled 
a rope diui ,stoppeci"i;J5e elevator 

He was unconscious when removed 
from the car and placed in the ambul- 
jance. He was rushed to the Jane Mc- 
Alister hospital where two "physiciana 
Were waiting to dress his injuries. He 
died without regaining consciousness. 

"It was his own fault Pure care- 
lessness," said one employe of the com- 
pany. 

Baker has worked at the plant for a 
number of years. He was employed as 
a trucker and one of his duUes was to 
remove bags of meal from the base- 
ment to thd third floor of the building. 
"He has operated the elevator no less 
than three thousand times, nnd it was 
his own fault th'at he met injury,'.' said 
one official of the plant 

The muscles of the shoulder, were 
badly torn, the shoulder bones wero 
broken and the skull fractured.

SMOKING AND DRINKING GROW 



Big Record Is Set In the Use of Tobac- 
co and Whisky, According to 
Revenue Figures, 

"Washington, Feb. 25. — Americans 
are drinking more whisky, smoking 
more cigars and cigarettes and chew- 
ing more -tobacco than over before, 
according to the tax roturns to Royal 
E. Cabell, commissioner of Internal 
revenue Saturday. From July to Feb- 
ruary the nation consumed 94.000.000 
gallons of whisky, an- increase of 
5,000,000 galloha over tho correspond- 
ing period tho provloua year; 8,500,- 
000.000 cigarettes, an Increase of 
2.500.000.000: 4,500.000,000 cigars, an 
Iticreaso of 250,000.000, and $250,000.- 
000 pounds of smoking and chewing 
tobacco, an Increase of 12.000.000 
pounds. Theae aro record-breaking 
figures. In addition, drinkers for beer 
are resuming their stride. During the 
fiscal year 1D12 tho consumption of 
beer fell off materially, but In tho first 
seven months of the current fiscal 
year the people of the United States 
have dnmk 38,804.000 barrels, an In- 
crease of 1.850.000. barrels over last 
year.

Gov. Sulzer Asserts Statement Saying 

He Wanted Murderer's Release 

Is. False. 

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 24.— A bribe of 
$20,000 to release Harry K. Thaw 
from tho Matteawan State Hospital 
for tho Criminal Insano was oCtcred 
by a lawyer last November to Dr. 
John R. Russell, tho superintendent 
of tho institution, according to his 
own testimony before tho Sulzer com- 
mittee of Inquiry on Friday. Doctor 
Uusscll said ho rofuaed tho money.

"If Mr. Clark or any other man made 
the statement that Thaw's releaso 
would bo plcaalng to rao, It la abso- 
lutely untrue," said Governor Sulzer. 

On . February 15, Doctor Russell 
said. Doctor May called him' on the 
telephone from Albany saying ho had 
seen the governor and that Mr. Sulzer 
would Issue no order and "the case 
would have to take Its regular 
course." 

"I told Doctor May," continued the 
witness, "that if the governor wanted 
this thing done he would have to give 
me a written order."

Thoprovialonal prcaidcnt, Qon. Vic- 
torlono Huorta, snya tho killing of the 
two mon waa Incidental to a' fight bo- 
tweon their guard and a party attempt- 
ing to llborato them. 

Tlio minister of foreign rolatlona, 
Pranclacp Do La Barra, adda that Uie 
prlaoncra attempted to escape. Neither 
makes a definite statement as to which 
fiido flrod tho fatal ahota. It la not Im- 
possible that neither knows. 

Investigation la Ordered. 
An ofHclal InveaUgatlon haa been or- 
dered to determine tho responsibility, 
and solemn promises have been made 
that tho guilty will be punished. 

Not unnaturally, a great part of tho 
public regards tho offlclal veralona 
with doubt, having In mind tho uae for 
centuries of tho notorious "Ley Fuga,' 
tho unwritten law which Is Invoked 
when death of a prisoner Is desired. 
After Its application there Is written 
on the records, "Prisoner shot trying 
to escape." 

Senora Madero, widow of the ex- 
presldent, received tho flrat deflnlto In- 
formation of hia death from the Span- 
lah minister, Senor Cologan y Colo- 
gan. 

Sho already had heard rcporta that 
something unusual and sorioua had 
happened, but friends had endeavored 
up to that time to prevent her from 
learning the whole trutb. 

Soon afterward, accompanied by hla 
brother, Jo a o Perez, and Mercedes Mar 
dero, a aiater of Francisco, Senora Ma- 
doro drove to tho penltentiar>*, but 
was refused pcrtnlsslon to see the 
body of her husband. Senora Suarez 
also .was denied adralttanco to the 
mortuary, where physicians. In accord- 
ance with tho law. were performing on 
autopsy. 

' "Madero'a Sister Accubbs. 
In contraat to the widow, whose 
grief waa of ^ pitiably silent chnructer. 
expressed in eoba, Mercedes Mudero. 
a beautiful young woman, educated in 
Paris, who haa been a brilliant leader 
of Boclety since tho revolution of 1910, 
was dry-eyed and tigerish in her emo- 
tions. By the aide of the two women 
whose husbands had been killed, tho 
girl hurled accusations at tho ofllcors 
who barred the entrance. 

"Cowards! Asaasstnsl" ehe called 
them, her volco pitched high. TUo of- 
flcera stared Impassively. 

"You! Tho men who flred on a de- 
fenseless man! You and your superior 
■^oflliers are traitorsiy' 

No effort waa made to remove tho 
women, nor did the oQlcers attempt to 
silence them. Senora Madero contln- 
)icd weeping and the girl did not cease 
her hysterical tirade until the anivftl 
of the Spanish minister and tho Japa- 
nese charge, who came to offer their 
services. 

Tho minister spoke with the omcors 
in charge, but was told that on ac- 
count of the autopsy It would be Im- 
pOBsible for anyone to seo tho bodies. 
Later in tho day, they aald, the request 
would be complied witb. 

Women Taken Away. . 

Tho diplomats then conducted the 
women away from tho penitentiary. 

Madero'a father and Ilafael Hernan- 
dez, former minister of the Interior, 
and other friends, made iatforts to re- 
cover' tho bodies, and it. was atatod 
that tho American ambaasador, Henry 
Lafie Wilson, had interested himself 
and secured tho promises of Minister 
Do la Barra that the bodies should be 
delivered to their famlllea for burial. 

Tho tragedy occurred early Sunday 
momlniff. ' Madero and Suarez, who 
■had been prlaonera In tho natloual pal- 
ace since their arrest on Tuofiday last, 
wero'.^lacod In an automobile, which 
was accompanied by another car and 
escorted by 100 ruralcs under tho or- 
ders of Commandant Francisco CardO; 
. nas and Colonel Rafael Plmlento. 

With inatructlons not to outdistance 
the escort, the caria moved slowly. No 
Incident occurred until they had 
reached a point near the penitentiary, 
whore, In an open place, the guards' 
attention woB attracted, according to" 
tho offlclal version, to a group of per- 
sons following. 

Shots wore flred at tho escort out of 
tho darkness. The rurales closed In 



and ordered the prisoners out of the 
car. 

Guards Are Attacked. 
Thirty of tho guards Surrounded tho 
prisoners, while the remainder dis- 
posed themselves to resist ail attack. 
About fifty men,' some afoot and yome 
mounted, threw themselves upon the 
detachment guarding tho cars and the 
exchange of shots lasted 20 minutes, 
when the attacking party fled. Tho 
dead bodies of Madero and Suarez 
were then found. 

Tho body of Madero ebowa only one 

wound. A bullet entered the back of 

tho head and emerged at the forehead. 

The body of Suarez shows many 

wounds, entering from In front. 

Of the male members of tho Madero 
family only two are In tho capital. One 
Is Franclaco Madero, the father,, who 
bitterly opposed hla son's coonducting 
a revolution In 1910 and rode across 
northern Mexico In an effort to over- 
take and dlsauado him; the other ia 
Ernesto Madero, tlie former minister 
of finance, an uncle, though only a 
year older than the late presidents 

Gustavo Madero. a brother, was 
obliged to submit to the fugitive law 
tho day after tho deposition of tho 
president and waa ahot down In the 
arsenal. 
' Senora Madero at Legation. 
Senora Madero and the two sisters 
of the ex-presIdent, Mercedes and An- 
gela, are at tho Japancso legation. 

Not far from the penitential? there 
are two small piles of atonea aomc 
twenty feet apart. They mark the 
spots where the men who a few daya 
ago ruled Mexico had fallen. 

Holea in tho wall of tho penltentlal-y 
show where some of tho bullets 
lodged. 

Tho stones were piled by groups of 
sympathetic persons of the lower 
class. whoBO curiosity drew them to 
tho scene. From the top of each piti- 
ful monument, Sunday night flickered 
candles, placed there and lighted by 
those who thus thought to offer the 
last rites of the church to the souls of 
the dead. From tho ground had been 
scraped away blood saturated earth, 
which was carried off .by the morbid, 
seeking aouvenirs. 

After the engagement on the road to 
tho penitentiary Commandant Carde- 
nas reported to the military com- 
man^ler, who conducted hlqi to Gon- 
oral Huorta. The president sum- 
moned his cabinet, and after apprising 
hia mlnlBters of the occurrence Issued 
an .ofllclal announcement. 

Both president and mlniatera deeply 
deplored the affair, and decided upon 
a full inveatlgatlon to flx the respon- 
sibility to punish the guilty. Already 
formal action has been taken by tho au- 
thorities, as tho members of tho oecort 
aro under arrest pending the Inquiry. 
De La Barra Statement. 
In his capacity as minister of for- 
eign relations, Senor do la Barra ad- 
dressed a note to tho diplomatic roi^ro- 
aentatlYes, giving an account of the 
killing and assurances of a thorough 
Investigation. 

- There were no signs of ademonstra. 
tion in tho ^central part of the city. 
The news was received quietly, and 
apparently phllpaophlcally. This waa 
duo perhaps not only to the fact that 
the majority seem to be In favor of 
tho present government, but because 
the people are still overawed by the 
developments of the last twq weeks. 

One hundred representative' mem- 
bers qt tho British colony have sent a 
memorial to the American ambassa- 
dor, expressing "appreciation 'for the 
able manner in which the ambassador 
has handled the delicate situation 
caused by tho recent disturbance." 

The memorial . ^xtends sincere 
thanks "for the help afforded all for- 
eigners by the Araerlcaa embassy, 
without distinction of nationality, and 
more capeclally all British residents." 
Mexican Situation Strained. 
Waahlngton. Feb;'25.— Tho klUlngof 
BVanclsco I. Madero and Pino. Suarez. 
deposed president and vlco-proaldent 
of Mexico, after Provlalonal President 
General Huorta had assured Ameri- 
can Arabaaaador ^Vllson' of tho safety 
of his prisoners from Just such at- 
tacks, created a^jpalnfQl impression in 
administration circles, 

Wilson Conrirma News. 
The- state department Issued this 
statement here: 

"An offlclal telegram from the am- 
bassador at' Mexico City at. one p. m., 
states that the autboritica informed 
the embassy through Mr. pe Lo Barra 
of 'their intention to transfer former 
President Madero and former Vice^ 
ProBldeht Pino Suarez to tho pjo niton- 
tlnry, for the reason that they, would 



there he In greater security pending 
tho subBldenco of public excitement 
and becuutto thoy would bo bettor 
quartered in that establishment which 
Is of modern and excellent conatruc- 
tlon, Tho embaflsy statoa that accord- 
ing to reports published by tho auth- 
orities the party was attacked while 
on tho way to tho ponltontlury and In 
the, Btruggle both Madero and Suarez 
were killed. Tho embaasy reports 
that General Huorta also st&tos that 
thoro will bo a rigid Judicial Investlga- 
tion of all tho clrcumatancea. 

When the first feeling of surprise 
had passed It was realized by ofllclals 
that this last tragic event had added 
greatly to the gravity of tho attuatlon 
and undoubtedly had placed an addi- 
tional strain upon tho already tense 
relatlona between this government 
and that In tho Mexican capital. Still, 
aa President Taft himaolf declared, 
the event In Itaelf w;is not sufflclent 
to demand any departure from the 
policy of strict nonintervention which 
BO far haa governed hla adminlBtro' 
tion. 

May Hasten Invasion, 
Probably the immediate reault will 
be to hasten the military and naval 
preparations In order to have tho sol- 
dlora and Bailors and marines ready 
to answer a call for Instant embarka- 
tion if further developments iri- Mexico 
should demand their employment. 

Tho one danger to bo apprehended, 
which almost certainly would result 
in the launching of an army of ^ Inva- 
sion, woUld bo tho commiaalon of some 
act or acts In Mexico that would en- 
danger the Uvea of foreign citizens 
and Americana, for having assured tho 
diplomatic ropreaentntives In Wnab- 
Ington of the dlaposltlon and ability of 
this government to protect their na- 
tionals In Mexico In the same degree 
as Americana, tho government has oa- 
aumi!d an obligation that cannot be Ig. 
nored. 

Muftt Protect Americana, 
Therefore any attack upon the 
Americans or foreigners by the tacit 
consent of the Iluerta government, or. 
even the exhibition toward them of 
mob violence clearly beyond thq abil- 
ity of the provisional government to 
prevent, probably would be tho signal 
for active Intervention. 

The administration offlclals feel that 
they have discharged their full duties 
and exhausted their .constitutional 
powers in the orders they have given 
or planned for tho preparation of a'BUf- 
ficient military and naval force to In- 
sure a successful entry to jtho Mexi- 
can capital In case of need. 

It ia practically certain that beyo&d 
this point the executive would not pr> 
ceed except upon direct Inatructloca 
from congress, as the exhibition of 
military force beyond the seacoast 
towns of Mexico, might bo regarded as 
an act of war which, under the Consti- 
tution, can be directed only by con- 
gress. 

Communicate With Congpess. 
To secure this direction probably It 
v;lU be necosBary for President Taft 
to communicate with tho , congress 
through a special message, reciting the 
recent events and oxlatlng conditlena 
In Mexico and asking for Instructions. 
Tho president, though, haying consid- 
ered tho preparation of such a mes- 
sago, has, been reluctant to forward It 
and probably will not do ao unless 
still graver events happen In Mexico 
In tho remaining days of his adminis- 
tration 

Secretary Stlmson and Major Gen- 
eral Wood made no change In the pro^ 
gram of concentration of troops a^ 
Galveston, which Is smoothly working 
out In conformity with Saturday's or- 
ders to MaJ.' Gen. William H. Carter, 
commanding the Second division of 
the army at Chicago. 

These orders called for the dispatch 
to Galveston of the elements ' that 
make up only one brigade of troops — 
namely: Tho Fifth brigade, Second di- 
vision, commanded by Brig. Gen^ Fred- 
erick A. Smith. These troops should 
oil be In Galveston before the end of 
the present week at the latest. 

Two other brigades of troops are 
under preparatory orders to entrain 
for the Texas seaport; These, or two 
other brigades. If It Is decided to make 
a change in the composition of the 
force, doubtless will be directed to 
start almost immediately. 



DEVELOPMENT OF REID'S YELLOW DENT CORN 
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Prize Eara of Reld'a Yellow Dent 



By OLIVE Q. REID. 

(The Author la a Daughter of James 
L. Reld, Mentioned In Artlc|^e.) 

"Com is corn." we onco heard men 
say^ but that was when agriculture in 
Illinois was lust beginning to develop 
on a Bclentlflc baeia, before corn grow- 
ing among practical farmers had be- 
come the flno art that It is today. But 
there were pioneers in thoao days who 
took the best they could find, planted 
It on Illinois' blackest, untried boII, 
and spared no labor In their efforts 
to Improve tho quality of the seed, aa 
well as to obtain a large yield of corn. 
Foremost among these pioneers was 
nobert Hold, who In 1840 moved with 
his family from Brown county, O.. to 
Delavan Prairie, III., and brought his 
seed com with him. 

This com was a small yellow va- 
riety, the -portion of the kernel below 
the cap showing a somewhat reddish 
tinge. It was known In the Red Oak 
settlement from which it came as 
-•'Gordon Hopkins" corn. With tho^de- 
velopment of tho variety tho reddish 
color has almost entirely disappeared. 

Robert Hold planted his seed In the 
Bprtng of 1846 and secured a good, 
though limited crop of com thot year. 
The boat of it waa aelected for seed 
for. the crop of 1847, but tho result 
yfaa a poor stand of corn. This was 
replanted with a "Little Yellow" com 
grown In the neighborhood, the miss- 
ing hills being put in with a hoe. 
Since that time tho variety "has not 
been purposely mixed with any other, 
but has been bred by selection to a 
deflnlto type for a period of sixty- 
three consecutive years, at first by 
Robert Reld and later by his eon, 
James L. Roldi 

In tho development of tho variety 
many things were considered In the 
care of the soil and such preparation 
of the seed bed aa Is most favorable 
to the germination of seed. Thorough 
cultivation of tho crop and the de- 
velopment df vigorous plant growth 
wero looked after. A well defined 
typo of corn was kept In mind. Early 
selection of seed from the field, and 
Us careful preservation during the 
winter wore practised. As a result 
of the most conscientious adherence 
to his Ideals In growing com, James 
L. Held has loft ua a variety which

guished from all other varieties of 
yellow corn. 

In hla selections of seed, Robert 
Reld chose a rather small, smooth, 
well filled ear. Tho kernel shape was 
somewhat round and dimple dented. 
In later years under tho selection of 
Jnmea L. Reld tho ear has gradually 
developed Into one of the larger size, 
quite cylindrical shape, medium 
rough aurface, deep grain and well 
rounded butt The kernels are some- 
what broader, though still rather 
blocky, and the dent Is oblong, often 
creased. The rows of kernels aro dis. 
tlnctly paired and are set firmly up- 
right on the cob. The stalk la strong, 
bears abundant foliage and dopa not 
sucker badly. Mr. Reld gave especial 
attention to the development of a 
strong, healthy germ, and upon this 
charactcrlBtIc depends the'' extraordi- 
nary viability of Reld's Yellow Dent.

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FEEDING COWS FOR ,

In the production of milk there aro 
four factors' which aro of prime eco- 
nomic importance: 

1. Cows much be secured whlcU are 
capable of producing largo quantities 
of milk and butter fat ' 

2. These cows inuat bo properly 
housed and cared tor. 

3. There must bo a feeder who haa 
good judgment. 

4. Sumclent food of the proper Qual- 
ity must bo supplied. 

Tho beat, way to obtain good cows la 
by careful selection and breeding of 
animals from ono of tho recoggized 
dairy breeds or their gradea.' "Scrub" 
cowa have no place in profltable milk 
production. On the other hand, no 
matter ho^ carefully, cows are se- 
lected nor how well bred, If poorly fed 
they will glvo Uttlo better returns 
than "acruba." 

There are many thinga which 
should influence, the feeder in aelecting 
feeds and working up a balance ration 
for hla herd. Somo of theao are "given 
below: 

1. What la the compoaitton of feeda 
as ahown by chemical analyaisT Do 
they contain -tho materials neoeasary 
to' support tho animal and make milk? 

2. What feeds can be grown on'the 

farmT 

8. What feeds should be purchased 
and what la their relative value? 

4. What is tho quality or condition 
of the feeda to bo used? " 

6. What is their physiological ef- 
fect on the animal? 
. Chemical analyala ahows that all of 
our common feeds' contain all. of the 
niaterials needed in the production of 
milk, but In moat caaea they are not 
in the proper proportlona for the bebt 
reaults. Wblle tho same matoi-iala are 
there, they .vary widely IQ th&''amounta 
proaent, ^ From the farmer's stand- 
point, bnix-tlireootitiwfle food . -tfia- 
tertala need bet considered, becauae 
the/others are always present In aufll- 
ctent amounts. Theao three materials 
(called nutrleots) are. ijrotelc, carbo- 
hydrate and fat A. chemlcal^analysio 
of milk Bbowfl tliat It contains these 
materlalB.' Tho protein- In- feeds Im

albumen, the carbohydrate by tho milk 
sugar and the fat by the butter fat 
Besides their use in making milk, 
they go to build up and maintain the 
animal body. 

Protein la a compound containing 
nitrogen, which is so costly In feeds 
and ferUUzers and which can be ae- 
cured from the air by clover, alfalfa, 
cowpeaa, etc. In the animal body It 
Is used to. form muacles; blood, con- 
nective tlsaues, tendon, etc., as Veil 
as curd, or casein and albumen In the 
milk. Neither carbohydrate nor fat 
can be used for this purpose, becauea 
they do not contain nitrogen. Protein 
forma nearly one-third of the solid 
material found In milk; therefore It 
muat be supplied In rather large quauv 
titles. MoBt of oiir common feeda do 
not contain a aufQcIent amount; there- 
fore, we purcliaae such feeda as lln- 
aeed meal, gluten feed, cottonseed 
meal, bran, and other feeds rich In 
protein. Protein should make up 
about one-aixth of the nutrients in the 
ration of a good cow when In milk, or 
one. pound of protein to about six 
pounds of the carbohydrate and fat 
It is Important to remember that no 
;other food material can take ' Ita 
place, and that It la absolutely necoa- 
sary to maintain the animal and to 
produce milk. . It Is usually tho moat 
expepsiye part of the ration, and, 
therefore, should not be fed In larger, 
quantities than needed. 

Carbohydrate of feeds Is a nutri- 
ent which differs from protein In that 
It does not contain nitrogen,; and that 
U Is abundant In our common gralna. 
It la found In. the form of starch; sug- 
ar, fiber, etc., and la used by the cow. 
to supply energy, heat and fat in tho 
body, and augar and fat in tho milk. 
It Is the cheapest nutrient in our 
feeds, because It is moat abundant, 
though It is uaed In lai-ger quantltiea 
by thB cow than protein or, fat 

Fat or oil, la contained In all feeds, 
biit the quantity varies widely, and It 
Is never In a, a largo quantities as the 
carbohydratCk. It la used by the cow 
for the same pftvrpoBo aa, the carbcjhy:^ 
drate; li'la'usad.by the cow 'for 'the; 
aaine purpoao as the carbohydrato and!

more' cbncentfated. Careful experl*

London.— Tho most famous strcot 
of clubs in tho world is likely beforo 
long to lOBO ItH character. The utlll- 
tarianlsm— sometimes described as 
Amerlcnnism-whlch Introduced Ico 
nnd electric Bubwaya Into Londonfl 
dally llfo, has decreed that Piccadilly 
shall no longer bo encrosanct to clubs. 
They will bavo to look for other quar- 
ters. 

In tho vory heart of clubland a large 
hotel -will BhorUy bo built Negotia- 
tioUB aro in progress to acquire other 
Bites in Piccadilly for similar pur- 
poses. Theatrical managers, even pic- 
ture show proprietors, ate casting en- 
vious oyes upon stately houses, when 
in tbo old days tho "thtee bottlo" men 
'wero bundled decorously Into horse 
cabs and sent on their drunken way 
rejoicing. Tho leases under which 
tho older clubs aecurcd their prom- 
Isea aro expiring— moat of them are, 
according to Engftah custom, for nlno- 
ty-nlno years; 

Tho majority of tho Piccadilly clubs 
only pay a more song for their .homos. 
In.Bomo cases tho original owner of 
tho property waa a member of the 
club and leased the land or building 
for a "peppercorn," or nominal sum, 
to hiB own organization. Such de- 
flbendantfl 'of theao generdua folk ns 
Sir Richard Sutton, who owns a good 
deal of tho land, lodk at the matter 
In a different light Tho value of Pic- 
cadilly sites is about ?50 per square 
foot By evicting a club the owner 
of tho property in question automatic- 
ally acquires a small fortune, either 
by building himself or renUng to 
Bome enterprising hotel, store or tho- 

ater. 
Tho BUbordlnaUon of tho picturesque 

to the utilitarian in Piccadilly will 
probably be complete within tho next 
ton years. The trend of buslneBS ond 
of tramc in London today is toward 
tho West End. Centers half way be- 
tween west and east, which formerly 
Burgcd nIghUy with crowds, are now 
deserted. At the moment the Rltz 
and Berkeley hotels, which stand half 
way between Piccadilly Circus and 
Hyde Park, mark the limit of tbo hotel 
man's daring.
